"Despise not tlio tlay of small 
tilings," wrote Uio iiispiicd [icniniin, 
more tlmn ciylitcou ci'iiturics an'o." 
"Konie W!is not built in a ilsiy," s;iiil :i 
loHS iiueifiit seer, catching' \\\) tlie same 
idea. Everything; luustliavo a begin- 
ning. .Time was when the BamsH C(ji,- 
OKIST was printed in "small but ob- 
scure" premises, on an old-fashiont'd 
hand-press. Time is when the same 
journal iti printed on a Hoti's Cylinder 
Steam Power I'ress, at th<; rate of cjne 
thousand an lunir. The ^process by 
which this roBult has beoiwfittained has 
necessarily been t^radu!>?; but that it 
has been a ]:'roees s ojXle.L,nHmiito and 
healthy progress! Jiufs a tact searcely 
less {i;ratit'yinf;- to xlie publics tlian to 
ourselves. In otlier words, Tar. IjiaTisu 
Colonist is not printed by steam be- 
cause of its venerable age, nor because 
it's proprietor desires to make a 
"splurge" and show of success wliicli 
is not real; but becianse Ihe rirculation 
of the paper has reaeheil tliat point

In 
truth, a free ami independent press is 
indispensible to tlie [)roper working of 
responsible institutions. .Vt once the 
mouth-piece and the educatm- of ])ub- 
lio opinion, it is an acknowledged pow- 
er for good or evil, according as it is 
well or ill directed. But, in order to 
accomplish much good, the jiress must 
bo free and ladepondeiit,, — it must dare 
to expose and denounce wrong-doing, 
as well as ai)i)rovo ancl defend that which 
is right and good. To be free and in- 
dependent, the press must be strong, 
— strong in conscious sympathy and 
support of the people. A journal liv- 
ing outlio brentli of tlic gdvcniin;;' classas 
kept up by otlicinl ])atroua^'o, faunot pos- 
sibly be indepemlent. Itraiiiiot (111 laucli 
good. It may do a greatduid of mischief. 
The Weekly Colonist, with its large 
and rapidly increasing circulation, has 
become an ackiu)\vledge<l power throntrh- 
out the length and lireadth of the I'ro- 
Tince, besides doing u good work where 
its hundreds of copies now find readers 
far beyond the boundaries of liriti.^li Col- 
umbia. And it is well that the Province 
has a journal strong enough and indepen- 
dent enough to stand up lioldly for the 
right, even at the e.\j)ens(^ of incurring 
the enmity of those in power. 'I'ho U.^ilv 
AND Weekly Bmrisii Colonist has reach- 
ed that status which entitles it to be re- 
garded as pre-eminently the People'sOr- 
G.A.N'. It can nevi'r b.'conie the organ of a 
mere party (n' aibnini.stiTit ion ; hut it can 
and will treat all jicr.soiis, parti<'s and 
Governments according to their just di!- 
sorts. Wo are in ixis^^i-.ioiou of tho nio.st 
satisfactory of all evidence tliiit our ef- 
forts to make this journal what it now is 
are ])roperly appreciated by intelligent 
]mblic opinion ; and a kno'.vl(>ilgfl of tiiat 
is the highest reward a jiuhlie journalist 
can have. Under Itesponsihlo Ciovern- 
ment it becomes especially necessary that 
every subject should keep himself inform- 
ed in regard to public affairs, bocau.'.i!

I tunns'OQ' Suiiday'i- the meeting of tlio 
Eleotora of Victoria District, called at 
tho Prairio Tiivoru by j\[r. Beavk;n. tlio 
Chief Coinmissioiior of Lamia nil J AYorka, 
for tho purpose of securing an outlorao- 
mont of tlio policy of tlio I'reiuior, who is 
tlie sonior raomber for the. District, roault- 
ed moat disastrously forthohopesuiul uupi- 
rations of tho promoter and his colleagues. 
Tho mooting was large — tho largest ever 
hehl in tho District — and was composed 
of almost every elector of the District. 

Hliortly after 8 o'clock tho lueotiug was 
organizud by the appointment of I\Ir. 
Imrio as Cliftirmnn, and Mr. McHmojlas 
Socretury. 

Mr^f^ Beaven then came forward, and 
after felurig tho vast assoinblago ho■^r tho 
ehollonge came to bo issued, iiuniediatoly 
began to extol the policy of tho Goverix- 
mont, whicli was ono of sevoro retroucli- 
niont; had it not beuu done taxes would 
have been necessary. Tho I'oo systom 
was a success, ■wliihit the salary system, 
BtteuiDj^4t9 ^ perpetuated by tho Mc- 
Oreigut Governniont -was a miserable and 
expensive failure. The present Govern- 
mout had found that tho iutorcsts of the 
country would bo better served by the 
creation of another paid Minister, and tho 
tho Fourth Portfolio. TTuder tlio Mc- 
Oreight Ministry the Provincial 
SeoratfdSjijhvitj talsoi Treasurer bind, to 

I aay the lea.'it, the afftvirs wore — well— 
not ■ satisfactorily managed. Tho 
fiuancos wore now managed by an able 
llnanoior, Mr. Armstrong. Where, under 

• the former CJ-overniueut, ouo couldn't 
make hoad or tail of the accounts, they 
Vfore oowi oa clear as day (A voice—Rut! ) 
Inatead.of ^eing au expense this oflioor 
saved 8l',600 a yeiar, although the country 
paid him S3j500 a year. There hnd been 
a great howl about the Gth Minister, who 
was created so that Bectional feeling 
might bo allayed by giriag each section 
three members in the Cabinet. This was

Mr. Beaven, wlio evidently didn't want 
to argue the point, dismissed the base in- 
sinua|loji^ "a voice" with a majestic 
MftTd oil ibe'band, and eommoncod to extol 
4 Ilia manamment of the Lands and Works. 
He sajaiuaVhe fouad the Land Office in 
• oondition that he -fvould be sorry to 
learo itin.He could not describe tho state 
of confusion in which ho found it. It 
was impossible to mako head or tail of it. 
Tho settlors could not bo placed on land 
booause thj maps were all wrong. All 
this had . tjo be r^otiSed, and, said Mr. 
'Besev0%',ffX'hvfe done it." Then thero 
wat the MaiTied Woman's Property 
Bill (laughs and hisses) ,ho was proud of 
thht measure. It protected tlio weak 
.Bgoiust tho strong. It was one of tho beat 
bills over brought in ("No, yea") Jtr. 
Beaven next referred to the n'a'olaiByed

The Ciiiof CJommissionor hail tried 
to evade tho grand objoofc cf the mooting, 
vhioh was to consider tho oour.se of tho 
MinistigSdhJthe Modification of tlio Tnrill', 
tho creation of a '1th Portfolio and a tith 
Minister.

Bunster suid that as !Mr. DeCosmos was 
about to si>cak ho would ask^'IBat ' Mr. 
Humphreys be allowed the .game privi- 
le^. (Cheers and '•^yesj^isi'')- " - 

A farmer — How are you on tlie S7 a 
day. 

Mr. Bunator— I voted for it because I 
thought it would burst the McCreight 
Ministry, and because I think the Main- 
land members, who have to leave their 
business, ought to b« better, paid, than tho 
Islanders. , • , • ^ 

Mr. Beaven rojo to speak. Ho was re- 
ceived with little favor. -He said'^ that' ho 
had cast no roilcction on his colleague, 
Mr. Walkora. 

Several voices— 'Sou did!, yon^didl ' 
Mr. Beavon — I meant.that things were 
--well-— that they wore not exactly in a 
state of j)erfection when I took hold.

Municipal Street ByLaw to regulate the con- 
struction, maintainance, and repairs of 
Streets within the City limits, and t^ r^gu- 
late the Public traffic thereon. ^ ,' /f ' , . 

•■■I . ••' •; :) .•[4tli'Jttttei"f873;]'; 

WHEREAS it is oxpntlient for the good' governmeiit o{ -tho City of 
Victoria, 1!. C, to uiako jn-ovisions for the ' construction, niiiin- 
taiuaiice, and rc])airs of Stroots ■within the City limits, and the 
regulation of tbo jmljlitt tralHc tliorcon. 

Be it thov('t'oro enactcii by the INL'unicipul Council of the City of Vic- 
toria, as follows ; 

1. No person or i)erHons shall rido or drive through auy of the Pub- 
lic Streets of the City of Victoria, at a pace exceeding six niilesan hour, 
under a penalty not exceeding Five Dollars or such imprisonment as the 
Stipendiary INIagistrate may direct. 

2. No person or persons engaged or concerned in the erection, rc- 
jjair or alteration of any huildin;,', cellar or sewer within the City, sljall 
be at liberty to occupy more than one-third of the width of the street, 
in front of such building, cellar or sewer, with materials necessary for 
the erection, repair or alteration pf sueli building, cellar or sewer, un- 
less he or they shall obtain p,ermission from the Mayor and Council, or 
from the Street Ctnnniittee of the Council, so to do ; and such person 
or persons shall, if required by the Mayor and Council, or the Street 
Coniniittoo, erect such a icncc and place such beacon lights around or 
near tt) such building, lU'llar or sewer, as shall, by the iMaj'or and 
Council or the Street Coniniittee aforesaid, bo deemed necessary to 
prevent accidents to persons or animals. And any person or persons 
neglecting or refusing to comply with the provisions of this Section, or 
of any order made in pursuance thereof, shall, u2)ou conviction, be 
liable to a fine not exceeding Twenty Dullars. 

3. No person shall throw or cau.se to be thrown, or deposit on any 
of the footpaths, sidewallcs, highways, streets, thoroughfares or any 
public place within the City limits, any rubbish, lilth, ashes, oli'al, of 
any kind or any substance which may be considered a nuisance by the 
Mayor and Council aforesaid, imder a penalty not exceeding Twenty- 
Five DoUai'S or Ten days imprisonment at discretion of any Justice of 
the Peace, before wlumi such oll'ender shall be tried. 

•I. No jjerson or persons shall interupt any highway or Public llior- 
oughfare within tlie t'ity limits, by erecting thereon any fence, l)uilding, 
barricade, or obstruction of any nature or any kind, or break ujj or dis- 
turb the surface of any Public street or highway unless by permission 
of the Mayor and Council or the Street Committee, on their behalf, and 
any street or highway so disturbed by the aforesaid ponnission sluiU 
■without delay, be put' in as good condition by such person or persons 
as it was before the surface thereof was broken up or disturbed as 
aforesaid, and such person or persons shall, within a 
reasonable time, remove all surplus dii't or rubbish that 
that may have accumulated by reason of breaking up or disturbing 
the surface of such public street or highway, and shall also keejj such 
parts of such public street or highway as shall have been broken up or 
disturbed by him or them, in good repair for the space of three months 
thereafter. And any person or persons who shall be guilty of a breach 
of the provisions of this Section may.on C9nvictioa thereof , befined in 
auy sum not exceeding Fifty Dollars. 

5. Every person Av ho in any thoroughfare or Public place of the 
said City shall throw or lay any dirt, litter, glass, ashes, canion, fish, 
offal or rubbish, or throw or cause any such thing to go into any sower, 
pipe or drain, or into any v. ell, stream or water-course, or put tlu! same 
into such a position tini t it may run into the harbour or into any pond or 
reservoir for water, or caur^o anyoilensivo matter to ran from any manu- 
factoiy, stable, slaughter house, butcher's shop or dunghill or any un- 
covered place, whether or not surrouiidod b]' a fence or wall, shall be 
liable to a penalty not exceeding Twenty Dollars for each offence. 
• 6. Every person who shall empty or begin to empty any privy or 
' water closet within the said City, within the hours of six in the morning 
and eight in the evening, and who shall move along any thoroughfare 
any night soil, soap-Ices, amnioniacal liquor,,'or other siioh offensive 
matter ,"between the hours of six in the morning and 'eight in the even- 
ing, or who shall at any time use for such purpose any cart or carriage 
not having a proper covering, or who shall wilfully or carelessly slop or 
spill any such offensive matter in the removal thereof, or who shall not 
carefully sweep or cleanse any such place in wliicli any such oU'ensivo 
matter shall have been placed, spilled or dropped, shall be liable to a 
penalty not exceeding Twenty Dollars or not more than Eight Days' 
impris'onnaent for eacli oft'ence. 

7. Any person or persons who shall wilfully cut, hack, carve or 
otherwise deface, or injure or destroy any bridge within tlie City limits, or 
who shall ride or drive over any such bridge at a pace faster than a walk, 
shall bo liable to a tine not exceeding Ten Dollars or to inijirisomncnt 
in the Common Jail for a period not exceeding Four Days for each 
offence. 

8. No person or persons, owner or driver shall allow his or their 
horse or horses to remain standing in or upon any of the streets or pub- 
lic places in this City without having the same tsecurely fastened to a 
post or block of mcla'l not w^ngliing less tlian thirty-five pounds, orleav- 
ino- some person in charge of tin; samo, and any infraction of this 
section shall bo iiuuishitble by a line not exceeding Ten Dollars or 
imprisonment for a term not exceeding Fourdays. 

9. The ]Mayor ami Council shall have power under this By-Law to 
ffrade, gravel, metal, or make any other improvements in any street, al- 
ley or' thoroughfare, within the City limits, wheneverorwherever it shall 
be deemed by tliem exjiodiont. 

10. "When any street or portion of a street is graded, gravelled or 
metalled it shall )jc lavv f ul for the Mayor and Council, by an order in writ- 
iucr to order the owner or owners of any lot orlots abutting on such street , 
or°the agent or agents of such owner or owners to complete, at the ex- 
pense of such owner or owners, the grading, gravelling or metalling of 
thatportionof the street abutting upon his or their lot or lots, the grading, 
gravelling or metalling of wliicli sliali not have been completed by tlie 
Mayor an^l Conned. /Vnd in the event of any such person or persons 
neglecting or refusing to comply with any such order for the space of 
One day," or such otlier period as may be specified in such notice, 
the said Mayor and Council shall be at liberty to cause to be graded, 
irravelled or metalled the portion of such street so ordered to bo graded 
Ravelled or metalled by the owner or owners of tho lot or lots abutting 
thereon; and tho expense, costs and charges thereof, shall be recover- 
able at law from sucii owner or owners; and if such exponHOs, costs and 
charges bo not paid Ity such owner or owners or his or their agent or 
agents, within seven days after notice in vrtiting, of the amount thereof; 
or of any judgment recovered in respect of SUCh expenses, costs and 
charges, shall not be paid at once, the amount of such cxi)enKes, costs 
and charges of such judgment may Ije registered as a cluim against the 
lot or lots abutting upon .-.ucli street, the owner or owners of which shall 
have been ordered and fiulcd as aforesaid to grade, gravel or metal the 
Baid street or some ])ortion thereof. 

11. If the owners of s(.' ven-tuiitlis in value of lota in or abutting on 
any street or any portion thereof, in the City of Victoria, shall sign a 
requisition calling upon the Municipal Council to grado, macadamise, 
pave, fence, drain, water, light, sweep, lay down side- walks or other- 
wise improve tho said street cu' jiortion thereof, or if the occupiers of 
BOven-tenths of the lots idnitting on any street or porti(ni of any street, 
shall sign a rec[uisition calling upon the Municipal Council to light, 
water sweep or lay down siih'-walks in any sucli street orportion of sucli 
stroet'(a3 the case may be), the said Municipal Council shall Ijo empow- 
ered after giving in such manner as they alone shall deem expedient, 
not less than seven days' notice of such intention to each of the owners 
or occupiers (as tiio case may bo) of tho remaining thrce-tonths as shall 
not have signed the rciiuisition, to levy, assess, and collect, a rate (not 
to exceed tho amount to be estimated and mentioned in t'cit behalf in 
such requisition) upon the own^Ts or occupiers (aw tho case may be) of 
the lots in and abutting on such street or i^ortion of .street, in order to 
carry out such imi>rovoraent8, and may.apply the rote, wljen collected ac- 
cording to tlie prayer of such requisition, the Municipal Council approv- 
ing such requisition, in sucli inaiiTi(>r as they may appoint by By-Law. 

12. No person simll wantonly i'wo. <n- sot olV or discharge any gnns, 
pistols, cannons, scpiibs, craclicr;:, or lireworkH of any kind or descri]-)- 
tion, nor .shall wear or ciU'ry (Ui the person any lorulod fire-anns 
or dangerous weapons about tlie person within the city limits under a 
penalty not exceedihg Twenty-Five Dollars for each offence . 

13. Any person or persons failing to comply with any Provision of 
this By-Law or any part thereof shall bo subject to tho penalties herein 
stated", and such jienaltics shall bo recoverable summarily before any 
Justico of the Peace having Jurisdiction within tho limits of the said 
City or other persons sjiei'ijdly nientitjiiutl in this By-Law.
